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Didsbury searches 
for cause of Deer 
Ridge flooding

Town employees are digging deep this summer to find out 
who’s responsible for the water drainage ‘mess’ in Deer 
Ridge Park. 

“Residents have suffered from something we don’t really 
know the true cause of ... (though) we have reason to 
believe grading outside of their properties and heights of the 
streets aren’t at appropriate heights and are the cause of the 
fkxwiing,” said Brittany Hutton, manager of planning and 
infrastructure for the Town of Didsbury. 

The town will l>e surveying the neighbourhood within the 
next month to see if there are any inconsistencies with the 
approved engineering grades that the town signed off on 
and what was installed. They’ll also be checking up on 
landowners to see if they’ve complied with their building 
l>ennit conditioas. 

People can change landscaping without thought to how it 
could affect water flow, Hutton said. 

“We are trying to put all the pieces together to get the 
whole picture ... (but the outcome) will most definitely 
change' who is responsible for remediation." 

This is the first time the town has dug back 10 years to 
compare engineering grades. These days, town staff won’t 
issue a final acceptance certificate or a completion certifi¬ 
cate before they’ve taken a good look at the engineering. 
Tlrat wasn’t something required a decade ago. 

Hutton expects council will see the final report ‘soon’ and 
in the meantime, public works will be keeping close watch 
over storms and will “immediately" rush out to the neigh¬ 
bourhood if there’s any overflow, she said. 

“Two years ago we put in catch basias and thought that 
would alleviate the problem but it obviously hasn't,” she 
said. 

“This time we’ll spend more money and get more money 
involved and solve the problem ... I can guarantee you it 
will get solved." 

Nearly 20 residents from Deer Ridge Park crowded into 
the council chambers July 24 to urge politicians to do some¬ 
thing about the neighbourhood’s storm water drainage sys¬ 
tem. Water has gushed over catch basins, flooding base¬ 
ments and washing out gardens four times sinc e 2008. One 
resident said the problem has been ongoing in the CLT 
Construction development since 2001. 

The problem is the drainage system, whic h was built to 
handle water that falls directly on the development. It was¬ 
n’t creates! to channel the water that would, inevitably, run 
downhill along 22nd and 23rd Avenues. The town, whic h 
took over the development five or six years ago, has tric'd 
to stem the flow with a swale and catch basin. But the 12- 
inch pipe* Isn’t large enough to hold the volume, said resi¬ 
dent, Garry Qusack. 

Water just rushes over top of the basin while the grate Ls 
clogged with debris. 

The last straw for residents was the June 23 storm, whic h 
loft people mopping up thousands of dollars in damage. 

“I’m tired of taxpayer money being used for band-aid 
fixes. There needs to be something done," said Ric 
Wohlgemuth, resident

everyday after-school program “like what the kids 
want,” Aasen said. 

Teenagers like Wagner and Ryan Flood, 14 were 
disappointed to see the centre close. It gave them 
some place to go when they needed support or want¬ 
ed to hang around with friends. 

When they heard the town was going to offer Teen 
Night once a month to fill the gap for youth activities, 
they said town officials were “missing the point.” 

“We need someone we can go whenever to have 
a good time or talk ... not once a month or once a 
week,” said Megan Goode, 15, last June. 

But a month later some of those teenagers are 
changing their tune. Wagner said this latest program 
is even better than Youth 360 because there are more 
kids his age. 

Flood, who was skateboarding around the arena 
Wednesday, said the program is cool and wants to 
see it happen a few more times each month. 

“It really sucked when 360 shut down because 
there was no other place for us to hang out ... this is 
great but I’d like to see it happen a little more often 
and maybe have things outside too," he said. 

Alison Lefebvre, director of youth ministry at the 
Zion Evangelical Missionary Church and co-creator of 
the new program, said she was glad the night filled a 
need. 

This new night is not trying to replace Youth 360 but 
rather give teenagers something to do.

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Those who felt the loss of the Youth 360 program 
earlier this year were all smiles last Wednesday at the 
Teen Night kickoff. 

“I think this is awesome ... there’s skateboarding 
and an inflatable (gym) and the people here are really 
cool,” said Drake Wagner, 14, before he rushed head¬ 
long into an inflatable toy. 

Twenty youth turned out to the event in the 
Memorial Complex to hang out, chow on burgers, 
swim and skateboard. The numbers were way below 
the 100-200 people organizers thought they’d get, 
but it is summer, they said, and many teenagers are 
on vacation. 

They are hoping for a larger crowd at the next 
Teen Night, August 19. A band could be booked to 
help boost numbers. 

“We didn’t really have too many expectations 
coming into this ... we just wanted to fill the gap left 
now that Youth 360 is no longer up and running,” said 
Nicole Aasen, manager of community services. 

“We think more people will come once kids start 
spreading the word.” 

The joint-initiative between the Zion Evangelical 
Church and the Town of Didsbury comes just a 
month after the town announced the Youth 360 pro¬ 
gram - a daily drop-in centre - was bumped from the 
budget.

We 
just kept going.”

“There was no basement 
so we ran as far as we could

The Stelmach government is spending about 
$1.4 billion to implement a wholly new electron¬ 
ic health record system in the province, changes 
the Tories say are needed to increase the securi¬ 
ty of patient health information. 

The government also says making the record 
system almost completely digital will help 
reduce wait times, improve access and efficien¬ 
cy, and increase patient safety. 

The records themselves - which are supposed 
to only be accessible to physicians and other 
authorized health-care professionals - include 
patient medical history, lab results, diagnostic 
images and medications prescribed. 

For its part the government calls the project 
money well spent. 

“Yes, the costs are a little higher than we might 
have hoped and it has taken a little longer than 
we might have hoped,” said Howard May, 
spokesman for Alberta Health. “But we're not 
going to apologize for doing it. How do you put 
a price tag on saving lives?” 

Some health policy experts are in agreement 
with the government, saying electronic health 
records will certainly improve safety and cost 
efficiency in the system. 

“It's an important and worthwhile investment,” 
John Sproule, senior policy director at the 
Edmonton-based Institute of Health Economics, 
reportedly said last week. 

However, Auditor General Fred Dunn said in a 
recent report that there are many problems that 
remain to be solved in the implementation of the 
new electronic record system. 

For example, he says Alberta Health has so far 
failed to properly oversee the accessing of sen¬ 
sitive personal patient information through the 
portion of the system that is already in place. 

As well, Dunn says Alberta Health has not 
properly kept track of mounting electronic 
health record costs, and has yet to explain how 
savings would be achieved by implementing the 
new system. 

“When we asked the questions, 'What does it 
look like, when will it be finished and how much 
will it cost?' we couldn't get an answer,” said 
Dunn. 

In response to Dunn’s comments, Alberta 
Health says it has improved project oversight 
and is more closely monitoring who can access 
patient information. 

There are, of course, many good reasons why 
people’s personal health information needs to 
be kept secure. 

Perhaps most importantly, criminals who man¬ 
age to get their hands on highly confidential 
health information can use it to commit fraud 
and identity theft, violating the victim’s very 
financial and emotional security in the process. 

In the end it’s the government that is ultimate¬ 
ly responsible for the security and safety of 
patient health records - and as such, Tory MLAs 
shouldn’t be a bit surprised if any future failures 
in the security of the new system come back to 
haunt them.

Provincial Court to cliargi's of sexual interference and inviting 
sexual touching. 

The victim was a family friend of one of the men and stayed 
overnight at the couples residence several times. The crimes 
occurred between Sept. 29,2006 and ()ct 13, 2006. 

The offences came to light when the' boy told a relative about 
the offences. 

They each were scheduled to be tried on seven charge's but 
changed their pk'as on twee of the' counts.

“He was order'd ek*jx)rtex1 in July 2009 anel was removed 
directly from the institution on July 28 (2010) upon reaching full 
parole eligibility,” said White.

“The real estate market 
has just geme sour ... the 
buyers aren’t buying so 
the developers don’t want 
to build any speeds,” said 
Mel Crothers, realtor for 
Re>yal LePage. 

June is traditionally a 
hot month for sales hut 
only seven houses or 9 
per cent of the inventory 
was sold, while listings 
edged up to 81. The aver¬ 
age selling price for con¬ 
dominiums and single¬ 
family houses fell 23 per 
cent from 2009 and 30 per 
cent from May of this 
year. 

Crothers saw develop¬ 
ers sit on spec homes for 
months and now they 
seem to be backing away 
from the market altogeth¬ 
er. 

Dan Visser, with 
Silverstone Homes, is see¬ 
ing the same thing. 

“A lot of developers are 
gun-shy ... they don’t 
want to [nit all that money 
into a building and then 
have to sit on it for a 
while.” 

“It doesn’t help that the 
prices are falling too.”

a reflection of a poor real 
estate market, hut a com¬ 
munity that’s still battling 
recessionary doldrums. 

Companies that pre¬ 
sented subdivision plans 
during the boom two or 
three years ago have 
stopped short of getting 
building permits. 

Fieldstone, a 103-acre 
subdivision south of 
Didsbury, hail dug up the 
property on 23rd Street 
before pulling out in 2008 
when the economy 
tanked. Fox Hollow and 
Heritage Crossing condo¬ 
miniums also called a halt 
to their projects. 

There’s some talk about 
the builds getting on 
track but there hasn’t 
been any activity so far, 
Crothers said. 

“You aren’t going to see 
proof of growth when 
these large-scale projects 
just fall off the wall like 
this ...there is very little 
new construction going 
on." 

Not all numbers are 
dropping when it comes 
to permits. Commercial 
has risen to seven this 
year up from one, as the 
downtown core gets a 
new liquor store, dog 
grooming business, com¬ 
mercial space and bistro. 

“I think we are seeing 
some growth,” said 
Brittany Hutton, manager 
of planning and infra¬ 
structure. 

“And we will continue 
to work on attracting peo¬ 
ple to Didsbury.”
